President Displays Red Light. 

A general danger signal was flung from a 
typewriter yesterday by President Alex- 
ander C. Miller. It took the form of a letter 
to Tu TRIBUNE, exposing in advance the 
train wrecking plot. The personal identity 
of the conspirator is hidden, but his wicked 
motives of blackmail and spite are exhibited 
in all their hideousness. To add venom to the 
sting the anonymous man in the black mask 
adds ingratitude and disappointed ambition 
to his other vices, for he is an ex-employé, 
who should know better than any outsider the 
status of the company.

As to the ultimate 
outcome of any legal action commenced, we 
have no doubt whatsoever that it will be 
favorable to the enterprise, and are 80 as- 
sured by our counsel; and we feel sure that 
the only object to be attained by the parties 
starting such suite is that of initial publicity 
tending to shake the confidence of investors.

CHIPERFIELD HAS A PLAN 


Won't Give It Away, but Hopes 
It Will Get Measure to 
Final Reading.

pringfield, Hl., May 2.—[Special. }—The sal- 
vation of the local option bill has been handed 
over to a nonpartisan steering committee on 
which Representatives Lindly and Sheldon 
have been named and to which five other rep- 
resentatives are to be appointed. 

This was decided on tonight at a conference 
of republican and democratic members, who 
have been trying for two days unsuccessfully 
to force the bill to a third reading, where they 
would be given an opportunity to vote on it. 

As the result of another vain effort today to 
get a vote it was decided that the situation 
would require special handling, and the sug- 
gestion of Representative Chiperfield that it 
be given over to a steering committee of 
seven was adopted. 


Gives Charter Bills Chance. 

Furthermore, it was decided not to oppose 
the Chicago charter bills. It was pointed out 
to the conference, which wae attended by 
aocut fifty members of the house, that to do 
so would de to play directly into the hands of 
the democrats, who were hoping that sucha 
course would be pursued. 

Representative Sheldon, in opening the con- 
ference, said that the only hope of the friends 
of local option seemed to be in flillbustering. 
by which they could prevent the considera- 
n of any but appropriation measures, and 
several other representatives agreed with 
him, until Mr. Chiperfield pointed out the 
fact that neither Representative Browne nor 
any other of the principal democratic oppo- 
nents of the bill have any measure of their 
own in the legislature. 


Chiperfield Has a Plan. 
“They are simply destructive,“ he said. 
“They do not attempt constructive legisla- 


tion. They seek to destroy and obstruct, and 


it is useless to try the same tactics on them 
because they have no bills to obstruct or 
destroy.“ 

He added that he had worked out a plan 
which might be successful, but which would 
lose all value if it were known. This plan 
will be worked out by the new steering com- 
mittee.

Bill Cuts Cost of “Jag.” 

Representative Manny Abrahams of Chica- 
go scored his second diplomatic triumph to- 
day. His firet was when he succeeded in secur- 
ing the passage by the house of à bill for sani- 
tary shaving. Now he has secured the 
adoption of a provision in the Municipal 
courts act which will reduce the cost of a 
plain or ordinary drunk to $1.50. 

For this accomplishment in the interest of 
alcohoiic humanity Mr. Abrahams probably 
will be canonized and his picture will be a 
proper object to put in stained glass windows 
of saloons, showing him as a statesman with 
the scales of law in one hand and a tub of 
beer the other. 

Under the present law it stands a plain or 
ordinary drunk anywhere from §7 to $8.50 
if he goes before a Municipal court judge and 
is taxed $1 and costs. The costs as fixed un- 
der the original act work a severe hardship 
on bibulous gentlemen who run afoul of the 
police, although they may have no sinister 
designs on society in general or any person 
in particular. 


$8.50 Too Much to Pay. 
The amendatory bill, framed by Hiram T. 
Gilbert. and judges of the Municipal court, 


“was called up in the house thisafternoon. It 


recognized the injustice of charging bibulous 
persons anywhere from §7 to $8.50 for their 
intemperance, and proposed to reduoe the 
costs to $8. 

In the opinion of Mr. Abrahams this still 
Was an excessive figure. Inasmuch as a 
considerable element on the republican side 
was fighting the amended bill, and inasmuch 
as the democrats were making it possible to 
do anything at all with the improvements 
which the republican judges want, Mr. Abra- 
hams, being democratic, had a large fdllow- 
ing at his elbow ready to back him up! 
reform’ which he desired to work. He sent 
up his amendment and asked to be heard 
briefly on the subject. This permission be- 
ing granted, he spoke as follows: 

I come from a district where lots of peo- 
ple go out Saturday night to call ori friends 
and get a little too much beer. Then they 
get arrested and show up Monday morning 
in court. Now they are being fined anywhere 
from r to $8.50 for costs, and if they want 


a jury trial they are apt to get stuck for as 


high as $15. Then the judge looks over the 
case and sees nothing dangerous doing, and 
fines them $1. So they have been fined $1 
and stuck for about $8 worth of costs. 


Ain’t Fair, the Statesman Says. 

“This ain't fair. It ain’t worth it. This 
amended bill fixes costs at $3, and that ain't 
fair. When a man goes out to call on friends 
and gets arrested it ain't fair to make him 
pay $8 in costs. So I have put in this amend- 
ment. It’s only worth $1.50. Gentlemen, I: 
thank you for your attention and your con- 
sideration.”’ 

Three dollars is entirely too much money,” 
said Representative Chiperfield, who had 
been listening with rapt attention to Mr. 
Abrahams The house thought so and hon- 
ored Mr. Abrahams by adopting hig amend- 
ment. 

Representative Keeny of Chicago led a 
serious fight on the amended act, endeavor- 
ing to killitentirely. He succeeded in getting 
some changes made, but the most serious 
amendment was made by Representative 
Church, who had charge of the bill. This 
struck out the provision in the amendments 
which would have raised the jurisdiction of 
the courts from $1,000 to $5,000. Another 
amendment struck out the proposed change 
to make the courts courts of record. 

The provisions which allow additional help 
for the chief justice, and which allows the 
city council to increase the salary of judges, 
were successful in getting past second read- 


ing. 
Work All Day Saturday. 

The house has concurred in senate amend- 
ments to house bills as follows:

CALLS LABOR MEN LIARS. 


REP. FIELDSTACK REPUDIATES 
STATEMENT BY LOBBY. 
* 


Declares He Never Made Remarks 
Attributed to Him Concerning Fail- 
ure of Legislation Championed by 
Labor—Was Quoted as Saying Fed- 
eral Crowd Was After Deneen’s 
Scalp, Hence Defeat of Bills—Little 
Progress Made on “Provocation.”

Springfield, III., May 2.—[Special.]—In a 
statement issued today by the labor lobby 
at Springfield an explanation is given for 
the failure of the labor measures to secure 
satisfactory treatment at the hands of the 
legislature. 

Leland P. Smith of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor and C. A. Randall of the Brother- 
hoog of Railroad Trainmen, who sign the 
statement, credit. to Representative Field- 
stack of Chicago, chairman of the house 
committee on labor and industrial affairs, 
the assertion that there would be nothing 
dolng on labor bills because the federal 
crowd is endeavoring to put Deneen out 
of business. 

According to the statement Mr. Smith 
asked Mr. Fieldstack whether the corpora- 
tions were responsible for the failure of labor 
legislation, and Mr. Fieldstack is quoted as 
replying: 

No, that isn’t it. The republican party 
has two factions—the federal party and the 
Deneen party. If the legislature should pass 
the factory bill, the building trades bill, and 
the street car bill, the governor would be 
strong with labor and could not be defeated 
either at the primaries or at the polis, and we 
are going to put him out of business.“ 

This seemingly frank acknowledgment. of 
purpose and intent is denied by Mr. Field- 
stack, who affirms thet he never said it." 
Furthermore, he saysthat Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Randall are liars.”’ 


Little Progress on Provocations.“

Civil Service Plea Fails. 


In the senate in the morning an effort was 
made by Senator Schmitt of Chicago to 
amend the committee bill providing appro- 
priations for the state departments so as 
to give the civil service commission the sum 
of $14,560 per annum instead of $5,300, as 
provided in the bill. Mr. Schmitt, while en- 
deavoring to break the organization plan, did 
not attack the committee which reported out 
the bill, but merely the billitself. It said the 
sum was entirely inadequate and that prob- 
ably the committee was unaware of the fact. 

“If we do not want the commission and do 
not believe in its work,“ he said. let's re- 
peal the act in some other way than by in- 
direction. Let us not starve it todeath. Let 
us come out in the open, where we can be 
seen, and let the people of the state know 
where we stand. The commission now faces 
a deficit of $2,000, and with only $5,300 a year 
allotted it, I do not see how it can live.“ 

Only seven senators supported Mr. Schmitt 
in his effort to amend the bill, they being 
Billings, Dunlap, Hay, Helm, Jones, Mo- 
Elvain, and McShane. 


Charities Bill Shoved Ahead. 

The charitable institutions appropriation 
bill as passed in the senate was advanced to 
second reading in the house today. It is apt 
to have to pass through a fight there if it be 
the purpose to put it through without amend- 
ment.

MAYOR BUSSE UNWILLING TO 
MAKE CONCESSIONS ASKED. 


Members of Legislature Outside of 


Cook County Intimate That Bill 
Will Be Passed Only on Condition 
Chicago’s Representation Shall 
Never Exceed One-third of General 
Assembly—City’s Executive “Says 
Proposition Can’t Be Accepted. 


Mayor Busse came back from Springfield 
yesterday with pessimistic ideas about the 
fate of the Chicago charter bill in the legis- 
lature. He would not say the bill would be 
beaten; in fact he hoped it would not, but he 
was not enthusiastic over the situation. 

Incidentally he hinted that perhaps the 
measure had not been as well managed at 
Springfield as it might have been. He ad- 
vanced the idea that it could be passed if 
Chicago would consent to a constitutional 
amendment forever limiting its membership 
in the legislature to one-third of that body, 
no matter what its increase in population may 
become, but said he considered that too 
heavy a price to pay for even a new charter. 


Sees Need for Diplomacy. 


The trouble at Springfield,” said the 
mayor, “is the ever present feeling among 
the members from country districts outside 
of Cook county that Chicago is getting too 
big and soon will overshadow all the rest of 
the state. This feeling has been growing 
5 years and is getting stronger every ses- 
sion. 

“It is possible that some of the represen- 
tatives from Chicago have helped it along. 
A lot of people in this city forget that weare 
only a little over one-third of the state, after 
all, and in some ways are not even that in 
our representation in the state legislature. 

“The country districts send more able 
men to the-legislature than does Cook coun- 
ty. They naturally have greater. influence 
there, and when it comes to a union of the 

ntry against the city we are bound to get 

the wore of it. The better diplomacy is fer 

hicago to try to avoid any clashes of any 
kind, but this is not always done. 


Growth of Chicago Feared. 

“IT was told if Chicago would consent to 
limit its representation in the legislature. to, 
say, one-third of the total membership—in 
other words, never have more than seven- 
teen senatorial districts—there would be no 
trouble about passing any kind of a charter 
we might want. 

“The country districts have been anxious 
to secure this kind of a constitutional amend- 
ment for some time, but now it is impossible 
without the consent of this city. We have 
now nineteen districts out of the fifty-one in 
the state, and that beifig more than a third is 
enough to prevent anything ot that sort. 

“ Personally I think we would be paying 
too dear for our charter if we bought it on any 
bargain of this sort We would have no 
wuarantee that the charter would not be re- 
pealed after it had been passed. The trouble 
is the people outside of Chicago think this 
city is getting too big, and fear the time when 
it will form a majority of the population in 
the state and consequently have a majority 
in the legislature.” 


Brundage Agrees with Busse. 

Corporation Counsel Brundage, who is 
himself an ex-member of the legislature, 
said on the propogition to limit Chicago's 
representation at Springfield: 

“If thet were done the legislature at any 
time, by a two-thirds vote, could force a 
constitutional amendment on Chicago which 
might be detrimental to its interests. We 
should not put ourselves in such a position 
for the sake of any charter. 

The opposition to the charter at Spring- 


field’ aroge primarily over the home rule 


clause. The members claim that Chicago is 
trying to divorce itself from the rest of the 
state, Again, the South park board istrying 
to prevent the consolidation of the taxing 
bodies.

The 
sanitary district then will present its side 
of the case, it being estimated that it will 
take three weeks to hear the testimony 
which will be adduced to show the necessity 
of the canal for the further purification of 
Chicago’s water supply, and also the right 
of the board to carry out the work.

MACLAY HOYNE ARGUES CITY’S 
ORDINANCE IS VALID. 


Prosecuting Attorney Demolishes the 
Centention of Defense That Mu- 
nicipality Can Regulate Theaters 
Only to the Extent of Guarding 
Public Safety, Health, and Morals 
ites Many Decisions te Support 
His Oase. 


Charging that speculating in theater tickets 
fs a fraud and an imposition on the public, 
and asserting that the ordinance prohibiting 
ticket speculating is valid in every point, At- 
torney, Maclay, Hoyne, representing the city, 
closed his argument yesterday in the trial 
of theater managers and ticket speculators 
before Judge Fake in the Harrison street 
Municipal court, 

In summing up his argument, Attorney 
Hoyne demolished the contention of the de- 
fense that the city can regulate theaters only 
to the extent of guarding the public safety, 
health, and morals. He pointed out that the 
act regulating employment agencies was 
placed on the statute books for the sole pur- 
pose of preventing fraud and imposition, and 


that the principle involved in the speculating 


cases is the same. 

To sustain his contentions, Attorney Hoyne 
cited a mass of Supreme court decisions from 
many states. / These included opinions and 
decisions on labor laws, game laws, laws reg- 
ulating the gale of butter, cheese, eggs, milk, 
fruit, and vegetables; employment of women 
in factories, railroad ticket scalping, anti- 
cigaret laws, and the regulation of saloons 
and slaughter houses. , 


Oan Stop All Abuses. 


The legislature hee the power to regu- 
late any business, including the theater busi- 
ness, even though that business may be re- 
garded ag a private business,” said Mr. 
Hoyne. “If time has come, which we 
contend it has in this instance, when a busi- 
ness needs regulation in order to prevent 
fraud, extortion, or imposltion on the public, 
the state has a perfect right to spet in, regu- 
late, and put a stop to such abuses. 

‘ The legislature has the power to delegate 
its regulating power to the city by virtue of 
the cities and villages act. I contend that, if 
the anti-speculating ordinance isillegal, then 
the statute under which the regulating power 
was granted to the city is egal amd void.“ 

The prosecutor took up the discussion of 
the ordinance section by section, showing 
that each section must be considered in its 
relation to the other, and that the object of 
theew hole is to prevem speculating. 


Gives Check on Tickets. 


The diagram section is a means to an 
end,” said he. The diagrams furnish the 
police and the public authorities an opportu- 
nity to check up the number of tickets sold. 
They also would show whether tickets sold 
to speculators were returned. 

“The fraud and imposition come in when 


speculators obtain a monopoly on the best’

Neither have they 
made an attempt to show how the theater 
business in Chicago is conducted, either at 
the Garrick theater or Powers’ theater, and 
nothing has been offered to show how Wa- 
terfell and Altschul, the defendant specula- 
tors, conduct the scalping business. 

“The prewumption of legality is with the 
ordinance, and the court must 20 hold until 
shown by preponderance of evidence that it 
is unreasonable.”

CITY RAILWAY SELECTS MEMBER 
OF ENGINEERING BOARD. 


Harvey B. Fleming, Whe Has Had 
Charge of the Company’s Construc- 
tion Work for Several Years, Will 
Be Its Representative on the Joint 

‘ Commission Which Will Supervise 
the Rehabilitation of the Car Lines 
May Revise Free Pass Rule. 


— 


A step in the direction of completing the 
organization of the board of engineers to 
supérvise the réconstruction of the street 
car lines was taken yesterday when the City 
railway announced the appointment of Har- 
vey B. Fleming as its representative on the 
joint commission. The announcement was 
made in a letter from President Mitten to 
Mayor Busge. 5 

Mr. Fleming is the chief engineer of the 
south side lines, and has had charge of the 
company’s construction for several years. 
He lo an engineer of national reputation, 
although only 84 years old. He lives at 5226 
Washington avenue. 

The organization of the board will be com- 
pleted with the appointment of the city’s 
representative by Mayor Busse and his con- 
firmation by the council. Mr. Busse said 
he would confer with Chief Engineer Ar- 
nold on the selection of one of the many en- 
gineers who have applied for the place. It 
ig not unlikely that the appointment will be 
reported to the council next Monday night. 

The ordinances provide that the compensa- 
tion for each member of the board of en- 
gineers shall be not less than 38,000 nor 
more than $10,000 a year. It is regarded as 
probable that eventually Mr. Fleming will 
be made the répresentative also of the Union 
Traction company on the board. 


May Revise Free Pass Rule. 

In his letter President Mitten called atten- 
tion to the provision of the ordinance that 
free street car transportation is allowed only 
to the company’s employés and city police- 
men and firenren in full uniform. 

1 This provision, when enforced,” observed 
Mr. Mitten, will in a measure change ex- 
intim arrangements, with the police force, 
as well as some other departments of the 
city government.“ 

The brunt of the enforcement will fall 
most heavily on the horde of city detectives 
and inepectors, not to epeak of the heads 
of departments and bureaus and the alder- 
men, who now ride om street car passes. Mr. 
Mitten aeked for a conference with the mayor 
om the matter before withdrawing the pres- 
ent passes. It is said the company is dis- 
posed to strain a point in the observance of 
the provision so. far aa plain. clothes police- 
men are concerned, and Chief Shippy will 
confer with Mayor Busse and Mr. Mitten 
on an agreement to this effect.

| SOME FOUND DANGEROUS. + 


City Inspectors Find Numerous 
Violations of the Building 
Ordinances. q 


Disregard of building regulations, fully as 
flagrant as any others that grew up under 
the Bartzen régime, were discovered yester- 
day by inspectors sent out by Commissioner 


Joseph Downey to investigate conditions in 


the downtown lunch clubs. 

The inspectors took as a guide the list 
printed in Tug Trisunp, and, although they 
were not ade to visit all the places con- 
tained in this, they were startled at the viola- 
tions found. The official report of Inspectors 
Stafford, Fox, Thomas, and Edward Kell- 
ing will de made this morüing to Commis- 
sioner Downey, who has announced that he 
will allow no more than twenty-four hours’ 
notice to correct the abuses found before 
authorizing prosecution. 

Everywhere the inspectors went there was 
evidence of hurfied attempts to comply with 
the law. In some places hastily printed 
signs pointing the way to exits and fire 
escapes had been put up, and in others a 


| rearrangement of kitchen furniture afforded 


an excuse for a rear exit. 


To Be Investigated Regularly. 
As a result of the abuses found Commis- 
sioner Downey intimated that he will put 
these lunch clubs in a class and designate 


one of his inspectors to make regular in- 


' vestigations to insure continued compli- 


ance. 
One of the first places visited by the in- 


: spectors was the Bon Ami club, 46 State 


street. Besides the two fire escapes, there. 
was one stairway, 8 feet 6 inches wide. 
No flre escape signe were in the place. An- 
other violation was an open elevator shalt, 
pronounced one of the causes for the Lotus 
club disaster. 

The Wabash club, 146 Wabash avenue, has 
but one entrance, only 2 feet 8 inches wide 
Both of the fire escapes are of the ladder, 
variety, and there were no signs pointing 
the way to them. Inspector Thomes will re- 
port that the proprietor was notified iwo 
months ago to make corrections, but failed 
to comply. The only redeeming feature 
about this place was an inclosed elevator 
shaft, but this was offset by locked doors 
found on the third and fourth floors of the 
building. 

Many Violations of Ordinance. 

The report on the other clubs visited wil! 


 PARISTAN CLUB, 148 State street; one exit, 8 
feet wide; one ladder fire escape on the alley, but 
no exit signs; passenger elevator open. 

NOONDAY CLUB, 6 Randolph street; two 
stairways, each 4 feet 6 inches wide; two ladder 
fire escapes with signs up; passenger elevator 
uninclosed, freight elevator; inspected @ month 
ago. 

NOONDAY CLUB, 86 Wabash avenue; two en- 
trances, 8 feet and 8 feet 6 inches wide respective- 
ly; two ladder fire escapes with exit signe up; 
elevator shaft open. 

RANDOLPH CLUB, 82 Randolph street; two 
stairways, each 4 feet 6 inches wide; two ladder 
fire escapes, front and rear, signe Up; no ele- 


vator. 
Changes Speedily Made. 

At the Mason Lunch club, 118 Fifth avenue, 
new fire escape signe were placed in various 
parts ot the room, passage ways were cleare(i, 
and every effort made ts show that a hurried 
exit would be easy. The principal means 
of entrance and exit to the second floor. 
where the clubrooms are situated, is an 
eight foot stairway. The elevator is not ord- 
narily used by patrons, but there is nothing 
to prevent it. Its door, however, is extreme- 
ly narrow and would probably be jammed 
in case of apanic. There is also a stairway 
jeading from the kitchen passageway in the 
rear, a freight elevator opening into the 
maln room, and a fire escape on the south 
wall of the building. 

“The worst feature encountered in the 
regulation of these places, said Inspector 
Thomas, is that they persist in calling a 
rear entrance through the kitchen, if pro- 
vided with one, an exit. While it might be 
considered one in law, itis not one in fact. 

“In the Parisian club, for instance, we 
found barrels of potatoes, cooks’ tables, and 
other impedimenta so placed in the kitchen 
that exit that way in case of a panic would 
be impossible. What chance has a woman, 
impelled by fear, with an excited crowd be- 
hind her, and handicapped with skirts, to leap 
these barriers?’’ 

Among the places reported to the building 
department, other than those included in 
Tun TRIBUNE list, which will be investi- 
gated; are the Ursula Lunch club, 76 Wa- 
bash avenue: Arcade Noonday Lunch club, 
164 Clark street; Meridian club, 218 State 
street; Home club, 152 Wabash avenue; and 
the Klio Noonday Rest club, East Monroe 
street. * 


Downey Wants Law Amended. 

Commissioner Downey is opposed to the 
present form of fire escapes. He considers 
them neither ornamental nor useful. He wil} 
suggest amendments to the fire escape ordi- 
nance. He told what he wanted to the ooun- 
cil's building committee, which agreed with 
him without argument and promptly ad- 
journed to await the preparation of the pro- 
posed amendments. Speaking of what he 
wanted to do afterwards Commissioner 
Downey said: 

„The two cardinal changes I want in the 
ordinance are in regard to fire escapes and 
shelter sheds. There are other matters, but 
I have net got them clearly in my mind yet. 
1 can’t put them in form for two or three 
days. 

“The present ladder fire escapes are prac- 
tically useless. I am a fairly active man and 
I ny I could not get down one ot them, and 
thére is no chance for an infirm man or a 
cripple. 

“As for women, there is no chance at all. 
that is, for the average woman. Of course 
thore are young girls who can climb anything 
a squirrel can, but they are the exception 
and not the rule. 

„What we need are fron stairways on build- 
ings,”’ he said. It the council would pass 
an ordinance demanding these iron stairways 
«nd giving the building commissioner some 
discretion as to what buildings they should 
be put on we would be in a much better posi- 
tion. 

“As to shelter sheds something must be 
done about them. The way they are built now, 
a firm puts up one, and then by the simple 
process of building a fence around it hasa 
frame building of any size wanted. That has 
got to be stopped.

All the victims of the Lotus club fire, ac 
cording to the attendants at the hospitals 
to which they were taken, will recover. All 
the patients taken to the county hospital 
are expected to leave today, with the excep- 
tiom of Mary Treka, 37 Fry street, whose 
hip was injured severely. At the Emergency 
hospital Agnes Waleh, 6422 Rhodes avenue, 
is in a Serious condition, due to a broken 
leg and severe body bruises.

At the sight of the weapon pointed at her 
head, Mra. Schroeder resisted the impulse to 
scream for help, and while still facing the 
glistening revolver watched calmly while 
the intruder picked up her purse from a 
nearby table, emptied the fontents, backed 
towards the front door, and escaped, 

When the door was closed Mrs. Schroeder 
hastened to a telephone and notified the 
police, who came soon. She also notified her 
husband at the bank. 


Second Burglary Yields More. 

The burglar is belleved to have gone later 
to the residence of Mrs. Emma Smith, 910 
Leland avenue, where, after he had gained 
entrance with a skeleton key, he ransacked 
the flat; securing jewelry, money, and other 
articles valued at $150. The latter burglary 
was not discovered until Mrs. Smith arrived

OLD MAN FOUND DEAD IN HIS 
LONG TIME QUARTERS. 


Notice to Move and Note from Artist 
Asking Him te Come to Pose 
Pinned on Door of Quarters D. p. 
C. Stockel Had Occupied Since 1886 
~All His Money Lost Three Years 
Ago—Had Posed as Model for Me- 
Kinley Statue. 


A five days’ notice to move pinned on the 
door of an unkempt room on the top floor of 
the Otis building, Madisom and La Salle 
streets, and a note from an artist asking, 
him to come to pose for a picture, tell the 
story of the last days of D. P. C. Stocked, 68 
years old, once well to do, who was found 
dead in his room last night by two police- 
men. 

Friends of Stockel, Dugald Henderson. C. 
Harden, William Mack, and G. Bruck, sum- 
momed the policemen. They said they had not 
seen Stockel since Wednesday night, and 
that they believed he was ill. Heart disease 
is said to have been the cause of his death. 
Stockel has occupied the same room since 
1886, twenty-one years. 

When tne door was opened the body was 
found on an, old. duet covered couch. Both 
shoes habn removed, and his clothing was 
on a chair. 


Came to Chicago in 1866. 

Stockel came to the United States from 
Denmark in In 1866 he came to Chi- 
cago. Until 1871, the time of the Chicago 
fire, he lived at Clark and Madison streets. 
He was employed for several years as a cook 
on a lake steamship. 

In 1895 Stockel started a loan office and 
continued in this business until three years 
ago, when he became ill. He was confined to 
his bed seven months. While thus disabled 
a man he had employed to conduct his busi- 
ness is said to have disappeared. 

When Stockel recovered he found more 
than $10,000 also had disappeared. Since 
that time, according to Seymour Morris, 
agent for the Otis estate, Stockel had been 
unable to pay rent. 

“ Stockel did not mingle with many per- 
sons, said C. Harden. He was a quiet 
man and told no one his business. He had 
no relatives living in Chicago. Since he lost 
his money he had been ill. Posing for 
sculptors enabled him to buy food and cloth- 
ing. I saw him Wednesday night at 9 
o'clock, but he did not complain about being 
seriously III.“ 

Several times he is said to have posed for 
statues of the late President McKinley, 
Whose appearance he is sald to have resem- 
bled. It is said the statue in McKinley park 
was modeled in a measure after the old man’s 
appearance. 2

Former Chief Sanitary Inspector, His 
Attorney Argues in Preliminary 
Hearing, Should Not Be Held to 
Charge Because He Is Not an Off- 
cial of the City but Only an Em- 
ploye—Prosecution Believes Other- 
wise and Asks Time to Reply, 


Perry L. Hedrick, former chief sanitary in- 
spector of the health department, who is 
accused of accepting a bribe, did not take 
the trouble in his preliminary hearing yes- 
terday to deny that he had received the 
money. 

His attorney, Francis W. Walker, asked 
that Mr. Hedrick be released on purely tech- 


| nical grounds. He argued that the accused 


was not an official of the city but simply an 
employé, and that, consequently, no crime 
had been committed under the statute, and 
that the charge should be dismissed. 

In other words, it Was contended that Mr. 
Hedrick was in a class by himeelf. Under this 
construction of the law Mr. Hedrick might 
solicit or take bribes, and the city would 
have no recourse, unless, possibly, under the 
civil service act. 

Judge Fake of the Municipal court con- 
tinued the hearing until May 8, after Mr. 
Walker had submitted his arguments. 

Beckway Ready to Testify. 

George Beckway, the plumber who gave 
Mr. Hedrick $200 in the Chamber of Com- 
mence building on April 16, with the under- 
standing that a drum trap he had invented 
was to be approved by the sanitary inspec- 
tor, was in court to tell his story. So were 
Sergeants Miller and Bailey, policemen who 
made the arrest immediately after the money 
Was passed. None got a chance to tell his 
story, as Mr. Walker consumed the entire 
time with his arguments. 

The complaint upon which Hedrick was ar- 
rested was based on a section of the criminal 
code relating to the bribery of public offi- 
cials. 

“I claim that no crime has been com- 
mitted,“ said Mr. Walker, for the reason 
that this section of the statutes requires 
that the bribe taker must be a state, county, 
or city officer. . 

In four years of litigation, growing out of 
the attempt by Charles B. Ball, a New York- 
er? to obtain the office of chief sanitary in- 
spector, it has been held repeatedly by the 
highest courts in quo warranto proceedings 
that there is no official position created by 


‘statute or city ordinances known as chief 


sanitary inspector of Chicago. Mr. Hedrick 
simply is an employé of the city. As such 
he does not come under the statute relat- 
ing to bribery of officers.” 

Mr. Walker cited many authorities in sup- 
port of his position. Assistant State’s At- 
torney Clifford Roe asked until next Wednes- 
day to look into the legal side of the ques- 
tion. 

Thinks Point Not Well Taken. 

Wo have the right to amend the complaint 
if it te faulty,“ said Mr. Roe, but I don’t 
telieve the point is welltaken. Under Mr. 
Walker's version of the statute, it would be 
impossible to take action against even a 
policeman for accepting a bribe.“ 

Mr. Walker said later that the proper place 
to try the charge against Hedrick, who has

Litigation Will Interest Many. 


The news that litigation against the cor- 
poration is a possibility will be interesting to 
thousands of investors, many of them per- 
sons in moderate circumstances. 

Just how many investors have been at- 
tracted by the grandiose plans and glittering 
inducements offered by the $200,000,000 cor- 
poration there is no means of ascertaining, 
but it is said the number reaches 15,000.

Mr. Miller said also that it is error to sup- 
pose that the Air Line railway will not return 
profits to its stockholders if the line to New 
York is not completed. 

„We will have done nothing to the loss of 
our stockholders if we do not complete the 
line as we have advertised. The Air Line 
company will return a profit, even if it is 
completed to Laporte, Ind, only. Every mile, 
it has been proven, will return a profit, and,

Pointer in Advanced Stage of Hy- 
drophobia—Ruashes to New York 
from Cincinnati to Be Treated at 
Pasteur Institute—All His.

Cincinnati, O., May 2.—[Special.J—As the 
result of a scratch which he received from 
one of his pet dogs at his home in Glendale 
recently William Cooper Proctor, president 
of the Procter & Gamble Soap company, is 
thought to be threatened with hydrophobia.

PRISON FOR BANK TELLER. 


Men Who Looted the Hamilton Institu- 
tion of $10,000 Sentenced to 
Five Years Each. 


Charles H. Thornton, former note teller, 
and William W. Baker, former bookkeeper 
in the Hamilton National bank, were sen- 
tenced to serve five years in prison by Judge 
Landis in the United States District court 
yesterday. Thornton's term will be served 
in the government prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, while that of Baker will be served in 
the house of correction. The defendants 
pleaded guilty to the embezzlement of $10,000 
of the bank’s funds. 

Baker, who is 22 years old, recéived but 
$875 of the money, while Thornton obtained 
the remainder. Judge Landis was surprised 
to learn that the methods of the embezzlers 
were kept under coyer so long. 

Baker, answering the court’s questions, 
said he received a salary of $60 a month when 
he first went to the bank and when arrested 
he was getting $90 a month. He said he 
acted as receiving teller often and handled 
as much as 0,000 in currency in a single 


day. :

REFUSES TO DISMISS JURY. 


Judge Barnes Takes Part of Woman 
Plaintiff Accused of Feigning 
Attacks of Hysteria. 


Judge Barnes of the Superior court yester- 
day refused to dismiss a jury which has been 
listening to testimony in a suit brought by 
Mrs. Amelia Koons, 605 Jefferson street, 
against the Chicago Union Traction com- 
pany. Attorneys for the street car company 
declared that the jury should be dismissed. 
It was intimated that attempts would be 
made to prove that her attacks and seizures 
are feigned. 

Mrs. Koonz has been assisted and carried to 
the Fort Dearborn building, where the trial is 
in progress, several times. She apparently 
has been seized with hysteria at different 
times and twice has thrown aside five men as 
easly as she would her gown.

O’SHEA CASE NEARS ITS END. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour 
Criticises Defendant’s Father for 
Appearing as Witness and Counsel. 


For a third time the fate of Victor Roland 
O’Bhea will be left in the hands of a jury 
today. The closihg atgument in the third 
trial of the young man, accused of having 
murdered his wife, Amy Hogenson O’Shea, 
was begun yesterday afternoon by 
State’s Attorney James Barbour: 

The prosecutor devoted most of his argu- 
ment to.a criticism of P. J. O'Shea, father 
of the accused, who appeared in the dual role 
of defendant's lawyer and witness, Ge- 
claring the higher courts frowned upon the 
practice.

INTERMENT OF CHICAGO ‘WOMAN 
CAUSES SCENE ON SHIP. 


Body of Mrs. Chalmers Prentice Is 
Sewed in Canvas Sheet, Weighted, 
and Cast Over Rail of Koenigen 
Luise in Spite of Daughter’s Pleas 
—Action Taken Said to Be Unprece- 
dented—lItalian Officer Blamed for 
His Ruling. 


News reached here yesterday that Mrs. 
Chalmer Prentice, wife of Dr. Chalmer 
Prentice, an oculist, who until last January 
had an office in and resided at the Auditorium 
hotel, died aboard the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Kinigen Luise, and was buried 
at sea last Saturday. Dr. Prentice now re- 


sides at Windsor, Ont., but was intending to 


return to Chicago this month to meet his 
wife and daughter on their arrival from Italy, 
where they have been spending the last three 
years, 

Compelling the burial of a first cabin pas- 
senger and citizen of the United States at 
sea is said to be unprecedented. The grim 
rites were not carried out until after most of 
the first cabin passengers had protested, and 
the 18 year old daughter of Mrs. Prentice had 
collapsed in her appeals to the Italian repre- 


-gentative on board to permit her to follow 


out her mother’s wish and bring the body to 


Chicago. 


It is reported that even the captain ot 
the ship and Dr. Leber, the ship surgeon, did 
all in their power to persuade the Itallan 
commisario, Giuseppe Campo, not to bury the 
body of the Chicago woman as he would 
have disposed of a steerage passenger. 


Daughter in Friend’s Care. 


Upon seeing the body of her mother, after 
it had been sewed up in the regulation sea 
coffin—a canvas sheet—weighted down 
and cast over the liner’a side, Miss 
Prentice swooned and was carried by 
friends to her cabim A Miss Morton of 
Philadelphia, who had become acquainted 
with Miss Prentice on board the ship, is car- 
ing for the grief stricken girl. 

Mrs. Prentice and daughter went to Italy 
three years ago. Prior to that time the fam- 
lly lived at 300 Schiller street. Dr. Prentice 
and family came to Chicago about six years 
ago. Mrs. Prentice’s health failed her and 
her physicians recommended A trip abroad. 
After a tour through Burope Mrs. Prentice 


‘and her daughter remained in Italy. For a 


while Mre. Prentice’s health improved, but 
of late her detters to her husband indicated 
that she was not so well and desired to come 


home. 
Duties of Italian Officer. 

One of the duties of the Italian officer 
placed aboard is to care for the bodies of 
those who die en route. The Italian law 
provides that a person dying on board a 
steamship that has left an Italian port shall 
be buried immediately so as to prevent any 
possible spreading of disease to other passen- 
gers. The officer maintained that the law 
applied to first cabin passengers, although 
the ship wae provided. with facilities to em- 
balm the body and place it in an airtight 
casket. 

Capt. Mergenstern and Dr. Leber, after 
the vessel reached New York harbor, are 
sai@ to have expressed disapproval of the 
attion of the Italian officer. As this is the 
first instance in which an American citizen 
and first cabin passenger ever. was buried 
at dea against the wish of relatives the mat- 
ter probably will bé taken up by officials 
at Washington.

NEWSPAPERS OF ST. LOUIS 
. NEARLY MISS AN ISSUE. 


Pressmen Strike for Higher Wages, but 
Return to Work at 2 O’Clock This | 
- Morning. . 


St. Louis, Mo., May 3, 1 a. m,—[Special.]— 
The pressmen on four of the principal Eng- 
lish daily newspapers of St. Louis walked 
out yesterday on a strike for higher wages. 
At 2 o'clock thie morning a settlement was 
effected and the men returned to work. 

The papers affected were the Globe- Demo- 
Post n and Star- 
Chronicle. 

The Post Dispatch an unable to issue 
any of its editions yesterday afternoon. It 
got out an eight page extra at 10 o'clock 
last night. 

The Globe-Democrat issued an early coun- 
try edition soon after midnight, using he 
presses of a job printing house. 

The. pressmen, who had been getting $3.67 
a day, demand $6, and journeyman assistants 
demand an increase from $2.75 a day to $4. 
The publishers offered an advance, but de- 
clined to grant the full demands. Then the 
publishers offered to arbitrate, but the press- 
men refused. 

The following signed statement was issued 
before thesettlement by the four newapapers | 
affected by the strike: 

“The employés in the pressrooms of the 
Globe-Democrat, Post-Dispatch, Republic, 
and Star-Chronicle, members of web press- 
men's union No. 2 of St. Louis, declared a 
strike yesterday. It was called by the union 
in violation of arbitration contracts held by 
each of the papers, providing for arbitration 
of all differences which cannot be adjusted 
amicably otherwise. 

“The vice president of the International 
Printing. Presamen’s and Assistants’ union 
and the officers gs 11 local union disapproved 
of the action en by the memberai of the 
union, and formally notified them they were 
violating their contract with the publishers 
—— would de in contempt of the interna tional 
union. 

“The publishers. offered to arbitrate all 
differences, waiving any and all technicali- 
ties. The issue was, therefore, simply one 
of honorable observance of contract obliga- 
tions and fulfillment of a formal arbitration 
agreement.

Violence is the ever present fear. The po- 
sition of the prisoners and their activity 
through years of bitter labor warfare, the 
diseension over their arrest in Colorado and 
removal to Idaho, the rallying of thousands 
of workingmen to their support, and the rad- 
ical propaganda undertaken in their behalf 
have served to give the case the aspect of a 
struggle between the classes. 

Letters that threaten every form of vlo- 
lence are pouring into Boise from all over 
the country by hundreds. Most of them are 
directed to Gov. Frank R. Gooding. Detec- 
tives, police, and friends of the governor gen- 
erally are constantly on the alert, and at the 
insistence of family and friends he has final- 
ly and under protest altered the routine 
movements of his life and work at least to a 
point offering the least exposure compatible 
with the performance of his duty. Gov. 
Gooding may be in no danger from any 
source, but he and his friends live in a state 
of apprehension.

It may be said in this connection that

As 
chief executive of one of the great states of 
the union which has splendid geographical 
location, Deneen had a chance given to few 
men, but he is not a national figure, and the 
belief prevails here he is not likely to become 
so before the republican convention meets 
next year. 


His Future Depends on Election. 

So, in spite of the insistence of such men as 
Senator La Follette, Senator Bourne, and 
Gov. Cummins, of the urgent appeals of hig 
friends and of the sentimept among the peo- 
ple, President Roosevelt will stick to his 
determination to leave the office he holds upon 
the expiration of his present term. 

What he will do then is a question. If a 
man like Root or Taft should be elected as 


his successor, he would want to be senator 


from New York, for in the upper house he 
would be of the greatest use in aiding in the 
enactment of the policies of the administra- 
tion. But if on the other hand there should 
be elected a man who is not in sympathy 
with dus ideals it would be most embarrase- 
ing for him, as ex-president, to occupy @ 
seat in the senate and be compelled to criti- 
cise the acts and recommendations of the 
occupant of the White house. 

It may be, therefore, that the republican 
presidential convention will determine, indi- 
rectly, it is true, whether or not Mr. Roose- 
velt shall seek election as the successor of 
Senator Platt of New York.

DEPLORBS LOVE OF GORE. 


PROF. ZUEBLIN SAYS AMERICAN 
PEOPLE ARE BLOODTHIRSTY. 


In . at Peace Meeting at Man- 
del Hall, Chicago University, Noted 
Sociologist Asserts That War Fe 
ver Is Spreading in the United 
States and That the People Are 
Showing It in Crying “My Coun<- 
try, ‘Right or Wrong.” 


Charles zueblin of the University of 
Chicago pointed out with alarm a new Ameri- 
can pession—Hloodthirstinese—in a~plea for 
world peace last night before the students 


end faculty of the university m Mandel hall. 


‘Incidentally: the noted sociologist took the 
church to task, drove home some hard shafts 
at American statesmen, declared.that recent 
wars were instigated by the money interests 
purely for commerefal profits, and finally 
drew a picture of the city of Washington as 
the rich man’s citadel. 

It is one of the anomalies of out fe that 
Christianity should not seem to -fgelude in 
its doctrine the one great. principle of its 
founder, the Prince of Peace, Prof. Zueblin 
said: We must regret that it hag not been 
the privilege of the church, the official organ 
of Christianity, to advance peace. 

We are all befogged as to the value of 
human life.

Small Respect for Human: Life.

Here in Ilinois we have placed a valuation 
on a man’s life in case of death by. accident.

Hobby Now Is to Perfect Flying

LONDON, May 2.—Prof. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell was delighted when he found 
the honorary, degree of doctor of science, 
which Oxford university conferred on him 
today, was in recognition of his efforts to 
teach the deaf and dumb to speak as well | 
as for his invention df the telephone. The 
presentation was made by the dean of the 
faculty of science, Prof. A. E. H. Love, and 
the ceremony of conferring the degree, 
Which was invested with traditional solem- 
nity, greatly impressed the inventor. 

Prot. Belli returned this even{ng to London, 
where a dinner was given in his homor by the 
Institute of Hlectrical Engineers. He met 
there colleagues whom he had not for 
thirty years, when the telephone in ite 
‘infancy. He was asked to send to the insti- 
tute a photograph of the original circular 
of 1887, which ts Delieved to be the only one 
in existence, advising the telephone com- 
panies then forming in America and England 
against selling instruments outright to in- 
dividuals, as contemplated, but suggesting 
instead, central stations, generally outlining 
ne system of telephonic operation obtaining 
* Vv. 


In Reminiscent Mood. | 


Becoming reminiscent about his other in- 
ventions, Prof. Bell said that although every- 
body knew him as an inventor of the tele- 
phone nobody outside a limited scientific 
circle knew him as the inventor of anything 
else. He was surprised to learn that his in- 
vention of 1880, the photophoné, by means 
of which speech is transmitted by a beam of 
light, was unknown in England, except to 
scientists, although it is used in Germany to 
establish communication between light- 
houses and the shore. This invention is due 
to the discovery of the enormous electrical 
resistance which Ain possesses. He 
added: 

* What n me, however, ié that they 
still are using in Germany silenium, which 
is the most’ expensive mineral, whereas in 
1880 I discovered that ordinary chimney soot, 
burnt camphor, and similar forms of extreme- 
ly cheap carbon possess the same advantages 
as sllenlum Apparently the Germans are 
not aware of this, although I gave the dis- 
covery to the world twenty-five years ago.“ 


Things He Never Invented. 

Prof. Nell recalled with amusement how, in 
connection with the invention of the photo- 
phone, he was attacked for having claimed 
he invented something which never entered 
his head. He said he deposited im 1880 in the 
Smithsonian institution a sealed package de- 
tailing his discoveries, and this becoming 
known led to the announcement that he 
claimed to have discovered how to see by 
telegraph. 

Asked what was his main hobby now, Prof. 
Bell said it was aerial flight. Speaking on 
this subject he declared: 

Aide from scientific pleasure it would 
give me great personal joy to perfect a flying 
machine. It has been the sad thought of my 
life that neither my wife nor mother are able 
to use or appreciate the telephone. Both are 
deaf. The photophone and graphophone are 
equally useless to my wife, but if I was able 
to perfect a flying machine I will have done 
something that my wife will be able to appre- 
clate and perhaps use.“

We must confess to some degree of sur 
prise that Lieut. Gov. Sherman should 
show so much acrimony towards Chicago. 
He owes his position to the votes of Coo 
county delegates. He never ean expect to 
be advanced much farther in the: public 
service unless he shall have the good will 
of delegates from Cook county. Yet he 
went out of his way to show his il! feeling 
towards the great city of which all the 


people of Illinois should be proud. The 
same ig true of a number of other men 


who owe to Chicago only gratitude, and 
who probably will be found in the next 
state convention soliciting the votes of 
Cook county delegates, and possibly not 
asking for them in vain. 

We do not Hke to think that there fs 
to be a feud between the city and country 
in Illinois; that Chicago is to forget the 
homely virtues of the country, or that the 
country is not to consider the great activi- 
ties and marvelous usefulness of the city 
to the state at large. 

The demand of country members upon 
Cook county to sacrifice some of the 
representation in the legislature to which 


the laws of the state seems to us, to put 
it mildly, impudent and preposterous. 
Cook county will never yield any of its 
rights. The senator or representative 
from this county who should vote in favor 
of such a manifest injustice to his con- 
stituents would deserve to be driven out 
of public life and hooted as he goes. 
There is no reason in the nature of things 
why Oook county should not have the 
‘representation to which its numbers may 
entitle ft. Our government is founded 
upon the idea of equal suffrage, and for 
one we do not propose to consent to any 
“ripper” measure which will suggest, or 
give countenance to, the idea that, man 
for man, a/citizen of Cook county is not 
so good as a citizen of McDonough county 
or any other county in the state of Illinois.

They can safely be trusted not only, to 
rule themselves but to exercise the rights 
to which they are entitled as citizens of 
Illinois in proportion to numbers in the 
state legislature. We have seen some 
wonderful examples of the assimilation of 
foreign citizens, and the rudest and most 
ignorant of them in the second or third 
generation appear as intelligent, progres- 
sive, and patriotic as the average man in 
any part of Illinois. 

The country members might as well 
drop the idea that Chicago or Cook county 
will consent to be sacrificed, bribed, bul- 
lied, or coaxed; or to admit that, as a 
whole, the people living here are Inferior 
to those living anywhere else in the state. 

Even if a restriction on the county's 
representation were to be incorporated in 
the state constitution it would not affect 
representation in the party conventions. 
We fancy that some of the gentlemen who

The fire of Wednesday calls attention 
to the large number of restaurants, some 
of them disguised as “clubs,” which are 
to be found upstairs in buildings within 
the loop. High rents on the ground floor 
have driven some restaurants into base 
ments, but most of the cheaper ones are 
located on the second floor of old build- 
ings. Modern fireproof buildings are too 
much in demand for offices to have room 
to spare for restaurants, but buildings put 
up in the early "70s ara not easy to rent 
even at reduced rates and the cheap res- 
taurants flock to them. 

Many of these restaurants are crowded 
during the usual hours for luncheon. In 

case of a panic the one stairway, usually 
narrow and winding, and sometimes dark, 
allows only a few to éscape that’ way, 
even when not itself on fire. In some 
of the restaurants, as in the one which. 
was destroyed on Wednesday, the stair- 
way cannot be reached except by passing 
through a narrow opening in an fron rail- 
ing, which is put there for the express 
purpose of making ingress and egress dif- 
ficult. Fire escapes which terminate at 
the second story are of little use when 
this is such a distance from the ground 
that jumping or falling u dangerous. Fire 
escapes coming all the way to the ground 
are not desirable, because of the facility 


‘which they afford thieves, but there are 


on the market devices by which a fire es- 
cape, ordinarily terminating at the secon | 
story, may be extended to the ground 
easily in case of need. 

The law department of the city under 
former administrations is to be blamed 
for not carrying up to a higher court the 
matter of the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance requiring elevator shafts to be in- 
closed by non-combustible material. It is 
true that in a modern fireproof building 
this precaution may be unnecessary, but 
in every building with wooden floors and 
stairways, especially where the stairway 
winds about the elevator shaft, experience 
shows that the lack of inclosing walls is 
a source of danger. It is several years 
since the city was restrained by inj 


tion from enforcing this ordinance. It 


time that a decision be reached on the 
legality of the ordinance in its present 
form and its amendment in case the final 
decision is adverse to the city. 

The new administration has an oppor- 
tunity to show the proverbial effectiveness 
of the new broom by making a clean 
sweep of all these old fire traps and com- 
pelling the owners $f buildings not fire- 
proof to add to the opportunities of es- 
cape in case of a fire or a panic. 


SLOWER TRAINS DESIRABLE. 

The eighteen hour trains between Chi- 
cago and New York keep closer to sched- 
ule than any other passenger trains. This 
is due to the extra efforts which are put 
forth to keep the track clear for these 
special trains. Except for these the eaat- 
ern roads, show the same inability to run 
their passenger trains on schedule time 
as the western. 

The representatives of the western 


roads have agreed on « slower schedule 


to be ifi effect on June 9. The result of 
the changes will be that it will take 
twenty hours to reach the Missouri river 
from Chicago, an increase in the time of 
three hours and a half. Denver by the 
fastest trains will be four hours and a 
half farther away by the schedule. For 
the California fast lines less than an 
hour’s difference will be observed, the re- 
turn trip, however, being made on the 
same time as the outgoing instead of an 
hour or more less. 5 

These changes do not represent as much 
as appears on the surface. As a matter of 
fact the western through trains have sel- 
dom kept the schedule consistently. Com- 
petition forced as rapid time as possible. 
Schedules were prepared based upon what 
might be done under the most favorable 
conditions, If those conditions are inter- 
fered with in any way time is lost. In 
such a case the chances favor the stil) 
greater disarrangement of the schedule 
rather than the making up of part of 
what has been lost. The proposed changes 
of time, therefore, make little real dif- 
ference between Chicago and western 
points. They ought to enable the com- 
panies to make their schedules much more 
easily than they have been able to do in 
recent months. 

The patronage of the eighteen hour 
trains between this city and New York 
is reported to be steadily increasing. This 
seems to show that people like to go as 
fast as possible. At the same time the 
steady demands of the freight interests 
are making it more and more difficult +o 
keep the tracks open for the fast pas- 
senger trains. Of the two things the 
improving of conditions in handling 
freight is probably much more important 
to the country in general than the de- 
velopment of special passenger trains. 
running on fast schedul“ and used by the 
comparatively few, This phase of the 
subject is 
more than to the eastern. It is hardly 
likely that there will be any complaint, 
therefore, because of the action of the 
western roads in bringing their schedules 
into harmony with what experience has 
shown to be possible in train running. 

There are many good railroad men who | 
consider the eighteen hour trains under 
present conditions not safe, and for their 
own comfort and convenience would be 
glad to have the time from New Tork 
to Chicago extended to twenty hours.

President Roosevelt had a few words to 
say to the millionaires of the country, some 
of his criticisms being as follows: 

“The rich man who has done nothing but 

accumulate riches’ te entitled to. but the 
scantiest consideration; to the men of real 
power of discernment he is an object rather 
of contempt than of envy. The test of a 
fortune should® be twofold—how it was 
earned and how it is spent. It is with the 
nation as it ia with the individual. Looking 
back through history., the nation that we 
respect is invariably the nation that strug- 
gled, the nation that strove toward a high 
ideal, the nation that recognized in an ob- 
stacle something to be overcome and not 
something to be shirked. The nation is but 
the of the individuals, and what 
is true of national life is and must be true 
of each of us in his individual life. 

“The man renders but a poor service to 
nation or to individual who preaches rest. 
ease, absence of endeavor, as what that 
nation or that individual should strive after. 
Both you men who fought in blue and your 
brothers who fought in gray against you, as 
you look back in your lives, through the 
years that have passed, what is it in those 
years that you most glory in? The times of 
ease, the times of fatness, the times when 
everything went smoothly with you? Of 
course not. ... Who among you now 
would barter the memories of the dark years 
from 61 to 68 for any gift that could be 
given? Not a man among you. You have 


won the right to feel a pride that none 


other of our countrymen can feel, and you 
have won that right because you sought not 
the path of ease, but the path of rough, dis- 
agreeable, irksome, _ dangerous duty.’’

The president said that we are yet a good 
many thousand years short of the millennium 
and our business is to do our own duty and 
teach our children to do their duty in a rough, 
workaday world. “And,” he said, we * 
not do that duty by fine phrases.

| of the city is a fair indication of the in- 
creased importance and efficiency of the city 
government.

RUEF ASKS CHANGE OF VENUE; 
CHARGES BIAS AND PREJUDICE. 


Alleged Grafter in Application to Judge 
Dunne Submits Newspaper Clippings 
to Support His Plea. 


San Francisco, Cal, May 2.—Abraham 
Ruef, at the resumption of his trial today, 
applied to Judge Dunne for a change of venue 
to some other county, alleging that for va- 
rious reasons he could not be fQjrly tried in 
San Francisco county. 

Ruef in his application for a change of 
venue states that his trial before Judge 
Dunne has been in progress since March 18; 
that 325 veniremen. have been summoned; 
approximately fifty-seven jurors have been 
examined and no jury has yet been obtained: 
that since the 234 of October, 1906, he has 
been constantly made the subject of editorial 
attacks and caricature drawings represent- 
ing him frequently attired in prison garb. 

He further states that all of the jurors 30 
far selected and sworn have read these at- 
tacks; that some jurors attended a banquet 
at the Fairmont ‘hotel on the night of April 
18 last, and there listened to and were preju- 
diced by speeches denuncſatory of Ruef de- 
livered by District Attorney Langdon and 
Assistant District Attorney Heney; that the 
eitizens of San Francisco have so generally 
read the local newspaper attacks on him that 
a widespread bias and prejudice against him 
exists throughout the community. Attached 
to the affidavit is a package of newspaper 
clippings fourteen inches high. 

Judge Dunne ordered that the examination 
of talesmen for the completion of the jury 
proceed. : 


CAN’T CHANGE CANADA’S RATES. 


Postmaster General Tells Publishers 
Nothing Can Be Done to Prevent 
Higher Charges Being Enforced. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—The postoffice 
department is receiving complaints from 
publishers against enforcing the recent 
amendment to the postal convention with 
Canada. The postmaster general today gave 
out a statement in which he says: The de- 
partment would have maintained gladly the 
existing postage rate and conditions, but 
Canada would not consent to a continuance. 
Having full control of her own postal affairs, 
Canada has a right to determine the condi- 
tions upon which she will admit matter from 
other countries to her mails; and it is not 
within the power of the United States to 
secure an extension of time in the enforce- 
ment of the amended convention.”’

Speculation on Chicago Board 
of Trade Aroused at Last, 
and Prices Soar.

FEAR FOR CROPS CAUSE.

Result in Record Break- 
ing Business.

Speculative activity on the board of trade 
at last has been aroused from its long dor- 
mant state. The last two days have ‘wit- 
nessed a revival of old fashioned " activity 
in the principal pits and a consequent out- 
burst of jubilancy among commission houses 
and floor brokers. ; 

The volume of business transacted in the 
wheat market since Tuesday morning has ex- 
ceeded that of any similar period since the 
wildly bullish ** black rust day three years 
ago. 

Traders dependent upon nonprofessional 
activity say they have done more business in 
the last two days than in twenty times that 
period heretofore. 

The awakening of interest is based on in- 
creasing fears for the next wheat crop. For 
a long time the southwest has been deluging 
the local market with reports indicating un- 
favorable progress of the so-called winter 
crop, but it has not been until recently that 
such advices have been accompanied by buy- 
ing orders. Expressions of fear backed by 
checks and money orders from country men 
oy stirred Chicago speculators to activity 

80. 


Bullish Sentiment a Tidal Wave. 

The opening gong yesterday morning was 
the signal for a wild rush to buy in the wheat 
market. Bullish sentiment, so pronounced 
the day before, increased to tidal wave pro- 
portions, prices early in the day being boosted 
to further advances of about 14%c, the May 
touching 82\c, the July 85%c, the September 
87G@8T%c, and the December 880. 

The upturn resulted in the face of enormous 
selling for profits by “longs” all over the 
floor, shorts approaching panic when the big 
inducements failed to bring out enough grain 
to satisfy them. Prices steadily were lifted 
on the big outside demand and the reinstat- 
ing by bulls who took profits the day be- 
fore. When July was elevated to SB, there 
was a big rush to pocket profits, many holders 
believing that the advance had temporarily 
reached its limit. The future, however, did 
not stop until it touched 85%c. 

From this point downward the movement 
was rapid. Enormous realizing by scattered 
‘“‘longs finally caused a sharp reaction in 
values, final quotations reducing the big 
gains to %@%c for May, %@%c for July, e 
for September, and %@%éc for December. 


All Do Enormous Business. 


Some of the leading private wire houses 
said outside business transacted by them 
was the, largest they ever have enjoyed in 
one day. Smaller houses also spoke of record 
activity. Floor brokers, whose offices are 
under their hats,“ wore big smiles. 

J have made enough in commissions in 
the last two days,“ said one of the small“ 
traders, ‘‘ to square with my landlord for the 
next twelve months.“ 

Activity in the oats market has been rela- 
tively as pronounced as that in wheat, prices 
soaring under the influence of highly un- 
favorable crop conditions and successful 
speculative methods employed by some of 
the best known men the trade, including 
James A. Patten, who has been eredited with 
engineering the movements in the pit. Dur- 
ing the day May oats were advanced to 480, 
the highest price in the crop year. Profit 
taking finally resulted in a reaction of 1 
from this price.

Big Delay in Seeding. 

Cold, dry weather again prevailed over the 
southwest. In the northwest weather condi- 
tions were the most severe since 1820, with 
two exceptions, at this time of “the year. 
There were numerous reliable advices indi- 
cating increasing apprehension over the big 
delay in seeding operations in the spring 
wheat sections. It was said that seeding 
thus far in North Dakota has been only 15 
per cent, that in the Canadian northwest 
also being far behind what it was at this 
time last year. More heavy frosts were re- 
ported to have visited the garden spots of 
southwestern wheatdom and damage Com- 
plaints from all sections were most pro- 

ced in tenor. 
oy oct bugs were said to be making sen- 
sational progress in the best parts of Kansas 
and adjoining states, being much more nu- 
merous and active than they were ten days 
ago. The unseasonably cold weather is said 
to have worked big injury to wheat in Ne- 
braska, Missouri, Indiana, Ohio, and Michi- 
gan, the plant in the first named state turn- 


ing black. 
Situation- in Europe Alarming. 


Besides the mass of alarming advices from 
the domestic northwest and southwest, there 
were messages of a most unfavorable char- 
acter concerning the crop situation in Eu- 
rope. Fears over conditions abroad were re- 
flected at all the leading European markets, 
sensational advances being scored at Paris, 
Berlin, and Budapest. Broomhall cabled 
that the situation in Russia was becoming 
increasingly alarming. There was a cable 
to the effect that the situation in Austria 
was of the sort to create much apprehension. 

here was intimation that the French crop 

so was progressing unfayorably. Liver- 
pool reported that the continental demand 
for wheat was unprecedently large. 

The European demand for American wheat 
continued brisk, despite the recent pro- 
nounced rise in values. Exporters reported 
material improvement in the inquiry for flour, 
which has been advanced. The breadstuff 
has been lifted 10c a barrel here within twen- 
ty-four hours. Dealers said conditions fa- 
vored a further upturn. St. Louis reported 
a sale of 25,000 bris of flour for export at 
stiff prices. The domestic cash situation was 
strong, millers bidding freely for the better 
grades here, at Kansas City, and at Min- 
neapolis. 


Arrivals of Wheat Large. 


Arrivals of wheat at primary points were 
large at 546,000 bu, compared to 321,000 bu the 
corresponding day last year, Duluth and Min- 
neapolis contributing 411 cars to the total, 
against 206 cars a year ago. Stocks of the 
grain at Minneapolis showed a decrease of 
40,000 bu for five days. Seaboard clearances, 
wheat and flour, aggregated 173,000 bu. Es- 
timated Argentine axports for the week were 
4,000,000 bu, compared to actual shipments 
of 3,216,000 bu the similar period in 1906. 

Only moderately active at best, the corn 
market early was advanced Ge. largely in 
sympathy with the upward tendency in 
wheat, and because of the heavy frosts in 
important parts of the belt.

in farmers’ hands, or practically 30,000,000 
bu, -from which must be deducted 1,500,000 
bu for seed in North Dakota, leaving 28,500,- 
000 bu. Added to this 15,000,000 bu In country 
elevator stocks and 11,000,000 bu in Minne- 
apolis elevators make 54,000,000 bu. Minne- 
“apolis mills, on a low estimate, will require 
$5,000,000 bu of this, leaving 19,000,000 bu for 
country mills, Duluth and Superior mills, and 
eastern and foreign demand. All of the wheat 
now at the head of the lakes has been sold for 
export.
